In  many  of  out  churches  today  about  the 
time  a pastor  gfts  fully  under  way  to  do 
much  telling  good,  some  brother  thifiks  a 
change  of  pastors  would  lx  advisable,  and 
as  he  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  church  tlxre  is 
nothing  for  him  to  do  but  to  seek  a new 
field  of  labor. 

It  has  been  ink’  pleasure  to  be  a close 
friend  to  several  of  my  pastors’  wives 
whom  necessity  forced  to  gather  up  their 
little  all  and  seek  new  homes,  and  to  say 
the  rerv  least  of  St,  it  was  very  unpleasant. 

I know  a preacher  of  the  gospel  ejannot 
well  be  compared  with  business  nien  of 
other  professions,  yet  in  some  ways  he  can. 
I grant  that  th<  pne  aim  of  his  life  is  to 
lead  sinners  to  Cjhrist,  but  aside  from  that 
his  service  /or  ,tne  local  church  is,  in  one 
sense,  purely  a business  contract,  just  as 
much  so  as  when  a merchant  hires  a book- 
keeper, or  a baifk  a cashier,  .and  I leave  it 
to  any  first-chibs  business  man  if  ai\y 
Ixaneh  of  busrmjss  can  succeed  by  |a  con- 
stant change  of  the  leading  working  men. 
Indeed,  no.  Wc  often  hear  ol  men  lxing 
employed  a life-time  in  banks,  stofes,  or 
corporations.  Why  not  in  churches?  The 
old  saying  that  fa  rolling  stone  gathers  no 
moss”-  wiH  holtl  just  as  good  With  a 
preacher  as  any  jit  her  man.  The  pnprehapt 
could  never  expect  to  build  up  a good 
trade  who  nwveirtyo  some  new  town  every 
year ; a physician  can’t  afford  to  Work  up 
a good  practice  in  a place,  then  drop  it, 
and  locate  e$sewiicre.  I can  think  jirst  now 
of  but  two  classes  of  men  who  succeed  by 
always  moving  about.  They  arc  drum- 
mers and  sa>v  iniir  men.  I may  fee  caller! 
an  old  fogy,  t ape  not  up  with  the  times, 
but  if  this  constant  change  of  pastors  is  to 
go  on  I think  it  vill  lie  well  for  us  to  adopt 
our  Methodist  brethren's  plan:  that  of  fur- 
nishing our  paStprs’  homes.

which  I addressed  to  the  Secretary  on  No v. 
13th,  with  reference  ;o  subject  of  soil  sur- 
vey along  the  lines  ol  the  New  Orleans  and 
Northeastern  and  the  Alabama  and  Vicks- 
burg Roads  in  Mississippi.

John  S.  Williams  of  i'azoo  City,  Miss.,  is 
taking  a deep  personal  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  soil  survey  in  I hat  State,  and  is  very 
desirous  of  extending  it  south  of  the  area 
that  is  now  lxing  surveyed. 

May  I not  ask  your  co-operation  in  se- 
curing an  extension  of  the  survey  so  as  to 
take  in  the  entire  southern  part  of  the 
State,  at  least  to  ti  e extent  of  covering 
our  line  Ixtwecn  Vicksburg  and  Meridian, 
and  Meridian  and  Pearl  River,  which  is 
the  state  line  between  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana  ? My  ob  ect  in  urging  this  is 
in  order  to  develo  j froth  the  scientific 
standpoint  of  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment experts  just  wlat  in  the  way  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  or  grains  can  lie  best  raised 
with  most  profit  in  the  various  communities 
along  our  lines. 

It  occurs  to  me  t lat  if  this  matter  is 
called  to  the  attenti<  n of  the  Congressman 
from-your  district  through  letters  from  the 
protfijnent  members  of  his  constituency 
that  more  than  likely  it  will  be  very  read- 
ily arranged  with  tin  • Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  have  this  ( one  at  an  early  date. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  full  possibili- 
ties from  an  Agricultural  standpoint  have 
not  been  dcvelojied,  : nd  if  wc  had  an  au-
